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WEEKLY REVIEW 


Exaggerated Statements as to the Amount of Surplus Canned 
Foods—Government Will Try to Dispose of Them 
Direct to Consumers—A Situation 
Which Requires Patience. 


The whole country has been reading and wondering at the 
statement coming from the Surplus Property Division of the 
Government, regarding the amounts of canned foods held by it. 

One of these officials rushed into print with the statement 
that there are $100,000,000 worth of canned foods which 
could be released to the public—the surplus left over from the 
Army and Navy needs, owing to the rapid demobilization of 
our troops; and the daily papers, everywhere, even the most 
staid and usually sensible of them, have grasped this morsel 
like greedy fish and with about as much sense. Men familiar 
with canned foods have been wondering and trying to figure 
what goods and what amounts of them can constitute this 
immense valuation. We have the fignres of the Army sur- 
plus for its greatest lines or staples, but have heard of no 
surplus with the Navy. There are two reasons for this, as 
regards the Navy, first that the demobilization of the Navy 
has not been as rapid as with the Army, and secondly the Navy 
was not nearly as heavy a buyer as the Army, as its quota was 
but a fraction of the Army’s, and it may have been a better 
buyer, in that it did not overbuy. Any additions from the 
Navy to the surplus mentioned by the Army, may, accordingly 
be left out of consideration, or at most figured very small. 

The Government’s statement of the holdings of peas gave 
1,025,319 cases of No. 2s. Let us figure these upon the pres- 
ent market value, or $1.75 per doz., and which all will recog- 
nize is very much too high for them, and averaging about 50c 
per dozen more than the Government paid for the goods. This 
figure gives $3.50 per case, or $3,638,616.50 for the peas. On 
canned corn the figures were 1,325,194 cases, and figuring this 
upon the average market price at present, $1.40 per doz., and 
which, again, is far more than was paid for it; we have $3,710,- 
543.20 as its value. Tomatoes were given as 3,928 cases No. 
1s; 838,447 cases No. 2s; 429,247 cases No. 2%s; 2,183,760 
cases No. 3s, and 332,144 cases (% doz.) No. 10s. Reduced 
to No. 3s this equals 3,000,000 cases, and figured at the pres- 
ent market price of $1.65 per doz., and which is about the only 
price that approximates the cost of the goods to the Govern- 
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ment, the value is found to be $9,900,000, or a total valuation 
of these three staples of but $17,249,159.70. There are some 
string beans, some baked beans, salmon, meats, milk and 
fruits among the surplus, but if these articles, on which the 
surplus is not definitely stated by the Government, amount to 
three times as much as the above staples it will surprise every 
man in the business, and yet suc ha valuation would bring the 
man in the business, and yet such a valuation would bring the 
$35,000,000 worth of canned foods of all kinds, and yet this 
official can rush into print with a wild statement of $100,000,- 
000 worth of canned foods, and the daily press takes it up 


without question. Aside from the uncalled for injury and dis-— 


turbance to the whole canned foods market, such a statement 
from one in authority is little short of criminal, because it gives 
the consumers an entirely false opinion of the supplies in sight, 
and buoys up their hopes without possibility of realization. The 
canned foods industry suffered severely in performing its duty 
during the war, but did all it was asked and has accepted its 
trials with good grace, but this Jast effort to wreck the business 
fs unpardonable. 

_ We have before mentioned that the Government, in addi- 
tion to asking for bids_upon this surplus, allowed some of it to 
be sold in Baltimore, through a committee appointed by the 
Mayor, and we mentioned that the Government would have 
to choose between the jobbers and such retailing, as it could 
not do both. It is well known that the bids tendered for the 
goods in a wholesale way have all been far below the prices 
set by the Government for the goods, and have been rejected. 


There is no one to blame for this but the Government’s own 
actions, in such instances as that above mentioned. If they 
allow their agents to multiply the actual amount of goods to be 
sold by three, they cannot expect bidders to name scarcity 
prices for them. A worse instance of poor salesmanship would 
be hard to find. 

Now we learn that the Government has decided to put this 
surplus out to the people on the plan begun in Baltimore—re- 
tailing it instead of wholesaling. The following official cir- 
cular explains this: 


Subject: Sale of Meats and Vegetables to 
Municipalties 
July 3, 1919. 
The War Department authorizes publication of 


the following statement from the Office of the Director 
of Sales: 


The Director of Sales announces that the Surplus 
Property Division of the War Department, with his ap- 
proval, has arrived at prices at which the surplus 
stocks of canned and cured meats and canned vege- 
tables held by the War Department will be offered 
to municipalities throughout the country to be re- 
tailed to the general public through markets con- 
trolled by the municipalities. The only condition at- 
tached to this offer is that the municipality shall sell 
to the public at cost. 


The price which will be placed on the surplus 
vegetables will approximate the cost of these goods 
to the Government. The prices which are being 
placed on the canned and cured meats will be approx- 
imately 80 per cent of the cost to the Government, 
the reduction being made because of the fact that 
these meats were not packed and prepared for house- 
hold consumption. 


The stocks of vegetables consist of canned corn, 
peas, baked beans, stringless beans, and tomatoes. 
The meats include bacon in cans and crates; roast 
beef, corned heef, and corned beef hash. 


As the War Department’s facilities for preparing 
these goods for shipment are limited, the minimum 
supply which a municipality will be permitted to pur- 
chase will be a carload lot: 

In an effort to make its surplus of food supplies 
as accessible ag possible to the general public, the 
War Department will permit the municipalities to 
purchase the surplus stocks and defer payment until 
they shall have been disposed of. This extension of 
credit, however, will be allowed only for a period of 
ten days after the goods shall actually have been 
delivered to the municipality. The War Depart- 
ment will not permit a return of any unsold stocks 
contracted for by a municipality. 


Municipalities interested in this offer of the War 
Department are invited to open negotiations with the 
Department by communicating with the Surplus Prop- 
erty Officer at the nearest of the Zone Supply Offices, 
which are located in the following cities: Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Newport News, 
Atlanta, Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, Fort Sam 
Houston, El Paso, Omaha, and San Francisco.” 


The experience in Baltimore was that the goods could not 
be sold, in this way, any cheaper than many stores were selling 
them. What were offered, however, were eagerly bought up 
and more wanted. The Mayor’s committee has completed elab- 
orate arrangements to hold such sales in the public school 
houses at appointed times, and no doubt other seitions will 
do the same. The goods have all been gone over carefully, 
swells and leakers removed, and if the truth be known, the 
work on this job resulted in the destruction of the lids, and 
the damaging of the cases, so that such a retailing of the 
goods as is now proposed, is about the only way they could be 
handily disposed of, unless additional expense of refitting the 
cases were gone to and the goods put into shape for shipment. 

If the response to this invitation to retail the goods is 
prompt and generous, the canners, wholesalers and retailers 
will have to leave the canned foods market to the Government 
for the next month or so. And when the canners consider this 
result at the hands of the Government they naturally are not 
very sweet-tempered. The goods were bought on “firm or- 
ders;’’ later the industry was assured there would be no 
dumping of the goods upon the market, and so the canners 
went ahead with their preparations for the 1919 pack, contract-_ 
ing for acreages at high prices. The Government did not 
hesitate to abrogate its contracts and promises with the can- 
ners; but it is holding steadfastly to its $2.26 wheat—even for 
wheat planted long after the armistice was signed, and it is 
this fact that has run the costs of canning in 1919 to their 


present heights. Land that should have been in canners’ crops 
is now in wheat. 


All this trouble might easily have been avoided through 
proper management. The Government was perfectly right in 
adhering to its promised price on wheat for all that was plant- 
ed last fall, but on wheat planted in the spring of 1919 and 
yet to be harvested. And the surplus of canned foods which 
they carry is not more than a normal carry over, and will 
be needd to piece out the short packs of this season. Three 
million cases of tomatoes is 20 per cent of a normal pack of 
15,000,000 cases, and the shortage in that pack, this season 
will surely be 25 per cent, and very possible 40 per cent. The 
other articles figure less than 10 per cent of a normal pack, and 
both corn and peas will be from 25 to 50 per cent short of 
normal in 1919. But clogging the market with these goods, 
just when futures are about ready for delivery, will only serve 
to hamper trade, cause confusion, and be of no direct benefit 
to the consumers, 

We have considered this phase of the market, rather than 
indulge in a review as is customary, because it is easily the 
most important thing before the industry at this time. The 
market has been standing still, waiting to see what Washington 
would do. The plan is now revealed, but what the result will 
be remains to be seen. Canners, wholesalers and retailers 
should realize, however, that even if the market is derranged 
through this metbod of disposing of the surplus, it must in- 
evitably come back, and be stronger than ever. The whole 
thing may clear over in a month. It will have a tendency to 
make new users for canned foods—people will buy these goods, 
in large lots, who never bought before. And every case that 
the canner can pack this season will be needed in its usual 
time. The canners at least should stand pat, expect demand to 
- light ,and not be worried into cutting prices because of this 
act.

Little Change Shown in the Market—Buyers Hoping for Lower 
Prices, But Paying Full Prices—Tomatoes Continue 
Firm—Maine Corn Canners Expect Good Season. 

Pea Crop Conditions Discouraging—Buy- 
ers Continue to Take Fruits at the 
Higher Prices—Picked Up 
in This Market.

New York, July 11, 1919. 

The Situation—Not much change is reported in the gen- 
eral situation this week, The tone of the market is not es- 
sentially different from what it has been and buyers and sellers 
alike are waiting such shifting as may come from various 
causes. The outlook favors a fair business, though it is no 
doubt true that most holders are somewhat fearful of under- 
taking extensive operations at the moment. Until the price 
question is somewhat nearer a clearer understanding it will 
be hard to do much business. Nearly all buyers are looking 
forward to price changes as will be favorable to them. But 
it is not easy to secure the co-operation of sellers in a scheme 
of this sort, and buyers are generally paying the price asked, 
regardless of their own ideas of the matter. As long as the 
market is so uncertain it is difficult to say what the outlook 
may be for different articles. The release of Government sal- 
mon, for example, did not demoralize the market. Both do- 
mestic and foreign buyers began to take supplies as soon as 
they were available, and the price has not changed. The out- 
look is that no serious change will take place as a result of 
the release. It is probable that other Government releases will 
result in the same way. It has proved so thus far, though per- 
haps the situation will not be as favorable for the distribution 
of goods in the future. However, with the market as it is 
now it is a matter of importance to watch carefully the trend 
of things. Obviously the high price may come down. It is 
much easier for a high price to fall than it is for a low price 
to rise. Buyers are taking only what they must have, and do 
not appear to be anticipating actual requirements very much. 
Until they do more or less uncertainty will prevail and the 
market will remain about as it is now. Sales for immediate 
wants, or to make the buyer safe constitue the bulk of the 
business at present. 

Tomatoes—Conditions haven’t changed materially since 
last week. Holders do not seem to be so anxious to dispose 
of their stocks as they were, yet it is said that in some in- 
stances considerable lots can be bought at slight reductions if 
they will move the goods. The Government sale exerted a 
somewhat bearish influence, but so did the failure of buyers 
to operate in the regular way. It cannot be said that the Gov- 
ernment sale was wholly to be charged with the slight weak- 
ness which developed. Full standard Maryland No. 3s are held 
firmly at $1.75, while No. 2s are quoted at $1.25, and No. 10s 
when available are around $5.75a6.00. Futures are held at 
substantially the same prices, with little interest shown. For 
California No. 2%s the price is $1.45 and for No. 10s $5.50 is 
asked, with $5.00 accepted in some instances. The situation 
offers no new features, excepting the report that some Balti- 
more brokers have been selling through the retail trade, cer- 
tain portions of the Government holdings at about half the reg- 
ular retail price. Of course, this business, if it is in progress, 
will not last long and holders will shortly have no competition 
of that character to trouble them. The crop is reported to 
be doing wel] and the prospects are better than they were a 
week ago. 

rm—lIt is reported that Maine canners are installing new 
machinery in the expectation that they will have a large pack. 
If they are they seem to be the only ones who are preparing 
for any considerable business. The rest of the corn packing 
world seems to believe that the output will be light and fur- 
thermore they do not seem to be making motions like men 
who care a whole lot about the pack anyhow. Prices remain 
unchanged for such stock as is remaining, and few are inter- 
esting themselves in futures. The market so far as New York 
is concerned is dead. Reports from producing sections are to 
the effect that the output will be light this fall and that trade 
will necessarily be limited for that reason. 
Peas—Reports from all producing sections are discourag- 
ing. From Wisconsin come reports that there will be no 
fancy Alaskas and that every buyer will be pro rated on his 
deliveries, some very heavily. In other growing sections much 
the same conditions prevail. None of them will have any- 


thing like a normal yield. Meanwhile, buyers are devoting 
but little attention to peas at the moment and sales are in small 
lots only. In the main conditions seem to favor holders, 
though it is said on the other hand that no buying and very 
little inquiry has shown up this week. Again, however, the 
possibility of a reduced yield has caused buyers to investigate 
the situation more closely than they have before and in some 
instances they would be glad to secure further supplies if they 
were available. The shortage is getting to be a rather real 
thing with them. The percentage of yield it is quite impossible 
to estimate, but that it will be small seems to be certain from 
what has been said by brokers and others who have visited 
growing regions. Hot weather forced ripening until almost 
no fancies were left. It was impossible to care for them fast 
enough to prevent their becoming too hard. 

Fruits—The market has been interested this week in the 
announcement of opening prices by California packers. These 
figures are higher, on the whole, about $1.00, than last year. 
But they will sell just the same. Europe is still in this 
market insisting upon having fruits and is quite ready to pay 
whatever packers choose to ask. American buyers are some- 
what conservative about paying what seem to them the ex- 
travagant prices of Europe and they are not making many ad- 
vances in the way of liberal purchases. They are perfectly 
willing to pay higher prices. They pay larger rates for every- 
thing else, but they see no reason why they should pay 50 cents 
acan. The pack will hardly be up to last year in some locali- 
ties, it is said, and will be better in others. 

Apples—Movement is light. European buyers are asking 
for stock, but it has become so reduced that it. is hard to find 
and unless they choose to pay the full outside price they can- 
not have it. The supply in this market is low and $6.00 is 
asked for the stock in hand. Some predict a higher price. 

Peaches—The market has not changed. It is reported 
that California canners will pay $92.50 for lemon clings to 
put up this season, the highest price ever obtained for can- 
ning fruit. Such a range of price as that discourages buyers 
and they will act conservatively, buying only such goods as 
they feel are essential to their business. 

Salmon—The Government has begun releasing salmon and 
it is fast finding its way into regular trade channels. One sale 
of 15,000 cases of red Alaska was made at $2.50 this week. 
Other sales have been made, not so large, perehaps, but yet 
sufficient to create some activity. As a whole the situation ap- 
pears very promising. Both American and European buyers 
are operating and as long as they are competing with each other 
for goods the price will not suffer materially. Consumers 
would be glad to see the prices come down, yet they are not 
likely to for atime. Export demand will be sufficient to carry 
the market over what might otherwise have been a somewhat 
disturbing period. 

Sardines—Advices from Eastport tell of the advance in 
price of keyless quarter oils to $5.00. They have been selling 
as low as $4.75, but that is over, say packers. The production 
costs, in which cotton seed oil is an important factor, forces 
the higher price in order to enable packers tq cover them- 
selves. Canning will not begin on the Maine coast in any con- 
siderable volume before the middle of the month. Some out- 
side packers have begun operations, but they, too, find they 
cannot make profits at the lower prices and will advance their 
quotations in accordance with necessities. Demand has been 
rather more active of late and the situation promises better. 
California pack are scarce and sell at unchanged prices. 

Tuna—A report that a big run of tuna had begun on the 
California coast is denied. Higher prices are expected since 
the opening is now considered too low. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING. 


The opening prices on California fruits constituted the 
principal factor in the market this week. Probably most mem- 
bers of the trade were not materially surprised by the range 
of those figures. True, some are a little higher than was ex- 
pected, but, on the other hand, some are lower. Taking them 
as they run, however, it is probable that they are about $1.00 
higher than most interests expected. But the price, as is 
pointed out here, was not based upon production costs, or yet 
upon scarcity, both of which are more or less relative, but rath- 
er upon the fact that Europe is quite willing to pay whatever 
prices packers choose to ask. They have paid as high as $6.00 
a dozen for certain fruits. Fifty cents for g medium sized can 
of fruit is looked upon as approaching extravagance, And as a 
Americans as closely approaching extravagance. And as a 
rule, no American would pay that figure. But Europe is pay- 
ing and promises to pay throughout this crop year, at least. 
And upon that extraordinary demand is based the opening 
prices as given out this week. Unquestionably the market will

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be cleared. In fact, resales of contracts placed some weeks 
ago are going on at an advance varying from 10 to 20 per cent. 
Some have been even higher and well informed individuals in 


the trade say that they will be higher than that in the ftture.- 


American buyers are somewhat conservative about taking an] 
considerable quantities of fruits at these figures, yet they will 
have to take some. Their trade wil] want them and in some 
degree they will buy. It is, therefore, true that packers prob- 
ably have the sitvation pretty well under control. They will 
get whatever price they choose to ask. 

No future prices on Maine blueberries have been an- 
nounced, but canners have booked considerable business sub- 
ject to approval of price. It is likely that prices will be much 
higher than they were last year. The crop last year was small 
and the supply has been exhausted for a considerable time. 
No Southern berries are left, either. 


The Seacoast Cannig Company has named prices on new 
pack sardines, but says that some delay in shipping may be 
expected. It will be impossible to get all its factories in op- 
eration before the middle of the month. One of the prominent 
outside packers says that he cannot afford to book further or- 
drs below $5.00 for keyless quarter oils. The high cost of 
cotton seed oil is given as the reason. Another leading can- 
ner refuses to sel] at the old price, $4.75, but names no figure 
at which he would sell. A fair run of fish is reported. Spot 
conditions have improved owing to the gradual clearing up of 
weak holdings. 

Hawaiian pineapple canners have been conducting negotia- 
tions with the United States Shipping Board for the purpose of 
securing ships which will go via the Panama Canal direct to 
New York and other Eastern cities. The negotiations have 
reached the stage now where they can be considered as settled 
and the board wil] supply ships during the months of August, 
September, October, and November. It is the first time that they 
have been shipped in this way and-the trade is interested to 
see what the result will be. 

California conneries have been placed upon an eight-hour 
basis. It is the first time in the history of the industry that 
this has been done. For the first eight hours the pay is 45 
cents an hour. For the ninth, and each succeeding hour, the 
pay is 55 cents an hour, and this rate applies to Sundays and 
the major holidays. Women are to get 28 cents an hour mini- 


tracts. 


mum for the experienced workers, or $13.50 a week. Cutting 
and preparing fruit is done by piece work. 

Large schools of sardine herring have been running along 
the Rockport, Mass., shore according to information from 
there. The harbor has been literally alive with them. They 
are about 2% inches long and they crowd the water so it seems 
to bristle with them, and they cover the bottom several inches 
deep. Nothing like it was ever seen before. 


A broker lately back from Wisconsin reports that the hot 
weather following the late planting has reduced the pack of 
fancy grades in Alaska peas to an unprecedentedly small pro- 
portion. The crop ripened so rapidly that packers were un- 
able to care for it in time to get fancies. . Packers will be 
able to deliver only a small proportion of their fancy con- 
A letter from a Wisconsin packer says that he has no 
No. 1, 2 or 3 peas in his Alaska crop. He says the pack is 
the worst in his experience. 


One sale of salmon was reported of about 15,000 cases of 
red at $2.50 New York. This lot was released, but had not 
been delivered to the buyer by the Government. Other lots 
are actually in the hands of the trade, so that regardless of 
what some have thought a portion at least, of the Government 
holdings are actually in the hands of distributors and are mov- 
ing through the normal channels of trade. This will make 
some feel easier whether it exerts any real influence or not. 


Maine canners expect a short pack of lobsters this year, 
due to unseasonable weather on the Eastern Canada coast, 
where most lobsters are taken. 

Reports have come to this market of a large run of tuna 
on the California coast, but well informed interests deny the 
rumor and say that the pack will be small, as has been reported 
before. 

Spot supplies of Japanese crab meat are small and are not 
coming in very fast, either. Buyers do not appear to be anxious 
about obtaining their usual supply. 


A. W. Palfreyman, a jam manufacturer and packer, of 
Melbourne, Australia, has been on the Pacific coast for some- 
time. He is said to be negotiating for the distribution of his 
products in this country. No one knows whether he will visit 
the East or not. Some members of the trade would be glad 
to make his acquaintance.

CHICAGO MARKET 


A Distant Glance at the Market and OConditions—Out in the 
Wilderness Where It Is Cool—Living on Canned Foods 
if Not With Them (in the Market)—A Disserta- 
tion on Fish—A Tip on Where to Fish— 
Market Usuals Next Week. 


Reported by Telegram 


Via Chicago, July 10, 1919. 

Change of Location—Taking into consideration the fact 
that I have been up in the northern peninsula of Michigan for 
a week on my annua! vacation, I can not be expected to offer 
my readers anything of accuracy or value in relation to the 
Chicago market. 

Cool Weather—I understand that the weather in Chicago 
has been exceedingly hot during the week and I am grateful 
to have escaped the heated period. Here at Breevort Lake, a 
nive little lake seven miles long aad three miles wide, sur- 
‘rounded by dense and primitive wilderness, the temperature 
has not been above 60 degrees since June 26th, in fact, it 
seldom goes above 70 degrees, and the nights are so cool 
that blankets and comforters are positively requisite in order 
to sleep comfortably. 

Canned Foods—This is not much of a farming country or 
fruit country. In fact, it is still a wild country, partly cleared, 
but cultivated only to a limited extent, and as the winters are 
long and the summers short, canned foods are a popular food 
resource. 

There is no trouble to find empty tin cans around the 
Massey House, Brevoort Lake, Allenville Postoffice, Michigan. 
The hotel is three miles from the railroad. I had for breakfast 
and dinner and supper collectively the following canned foods: 
Van Camp pork and beans, Carnation milk, country gentleman 
corn, this last under National Grocery Co. (Detroit) private 
label, and many other articles from cans are served, and all 
are better than the fresh vegetables which are raised here in 
gardens which are rather negligently cultivated. Then I had 
California packed Royal Anne cherries and sliced lemon cling 
peaches for dessert. The essentiality of canned foods to even 
a part of the great canning State of Michigan is apparent to any 
one who will look around and investigate. 

My Objective—lI did not come here to keep cool especially, 
but did come to have a good rest and catch some fish, and I 
have, as the military writers say, gained my objectives. I have 
found the relief and rest needed from a hard year’s work 
as a broker and bave caught my share of the fish that have 
been brought to the icehouse. My string today consisted of 
five northern pike averaging about 534 pounds, and six bass 
averaging about two pounds. Iam not a fish hog and do not 
try to exterminate the fish, but only catch enough to send a 
few to_my friend and to keep my table at the hotel well sup- 
plied with fresh fish and, my gracious, how good they are. I 
had a “shore dinner’ today and the guide cooked a big bass 
with bacon grease in a skillet. The fish was killed just before 
going into the skillet, and fried well done and served smoking 
hot. If you have never fish cooked in that way you have never 
known how fine flavored an absolutely fresh fish is. Try it, 
but you must catch your own fish. You will need no sauce to 
give you an appetite. 

Good Fishing—This is one of the places that are a little 
difficult of access, where the accommodations are good and 
where the fishing is still good. During my stay here I have 
seen some fine day’s catches brought in. One Newark, Ohio, 
man had 15 fine northern pike, averaging about 6% pounds. 
Then I have seen bass, both large mouth and small mouth, 
brought in weighing as follows: 4% Ibs., 334 lbs., 3 lbs., 2% 


lbs., and all the way down to 1 Ib., below which size they 
are not kept. I have seem Moskalonge weighing 14 lbs., 12 
lbs. and great northern pike weighing 10 lbs., 9% lbs., 7 lbs., 
5% lbs., none being saved or brought ashore which weigh less 
than 2% lbs. I am writing these details because I have thou- 
sands of friends among brokers and canners who are the salt 
of the earth and who love to fish, but have no means of finding 


a place where the fishing is good, except from the railroad 
folders advertising fishing resorts, 


I have never read one that told the truth about fishing. 
They either say nothing, leaving the fishing to the imagination 
of the writer, or lie about the fishing badly and brazenly. I 
have never read one which did not read as if it were written 
by a man who was trying to write seductively about fish and 
fishing, but who did not know a fishing rod from a billiard cue 
and whose knowledge of fish was limited to salt mackerel and 
codfish balls. The really good fishing resorts do not adver- 
tise. They do not want too many guests, as they are limited 
as to their accommodations and do not cater to the patronage 
of destructive and greedy fishermen who regard the man 
who catches the most fish as the most to be admired ana 
envied. They want to conserve the fish and fishing. 


Not Advertising—I have given you enough information to 
enable you to find this place, and as I am not boosting it or 
advertising it, you had best go to the little_trouble of looking 
up further information yourself. There are many such lakes 
and places in the northern peninsula of Michigan in which the 
fishing is fully equal to that of Wisconsin or Minnesota, some 
claim it is better, as the country is wilder and less populated 
than the lake regions of those two fine productive and fertile . 
States here named. The principa] industry up here is the con- 
verting of the forests into lumber and the conquest of a great 
wilderness. There are still plenty of black bear, deer, wild 
cats, beavers, otters, lynx and other wild animals here, but no 
snakes, except occasionally a little harmless garter snake, as it 
is too cold up here for snakes in the winter time, of the veno- 
mous varieties. The fishing season lasts usually during Sep- 
tember, after that it is too cold and opens about June Ist, 
which is a little early as it still cold at that date. 


A Hermit—I found on the banks of this lake a recluse, 
Frank Bodne, who was born in Holland. He is about 50 years 
of age and a hale and hearty and hardy man. He is one of 
the best fishermen and guides on the lake, but is somewhat 
inaccessible as he has lived alone in a cabin at the south end 
of the lake for 26 years. His only companions are a pet 
chicken and a hound dog. He cultivates a small garden on 
the banks of the lake where he raised enough potatoes, corn 
and a few other articles to serve his needs for a year. 


For meat in the winter he usually has a supply of venison 
or bear meat, and during the spring, summer and fall he 
merely steps into his boat, which is anchored at his door, 
paddles out and catches whatever fish he needs. He has a 
little icehouse to last during the summer, a good warm log 
cabin, heated by a big cook stove and an abundant supply of 
wood around the cabin. He sometimes has to tunnel out of his 
cabin through the snow in the winter time when the drifts are 
deep, and makes some money during the winter by trapping 


wild animals, mink, beaver, otter, raccoon, foxes and muskrats 


and now and then a bear. He has to use snow shoes most of 
the winter. 


He is a happy and cheerfu] kindly-man. His wants are 
few and God has given him the skill and resources to supply 
them. He knew but little about the big war with Germany 
and nothing at all about the Willard and Dempsey prize fight, 
as he don’t read the newspapers. He is a bright minded man, 
however, living contentedly next to God and nature, without 
ambition, envy or covetousness. His world is larger than 
yours or mine, because he, like Abraham Lincoln of old, “walks 
with God,’’ and listens to the voice of the Creator as it whis- 
pers to him in the summer zephyrs, roars around his cabin in 
the biting blasts of winter or as the waves roll right on his little 
beach, which comes almost up to his cabin door.| 


He built his little cabin 25 years ago or so when the In- 
dians still were the chief population around him, and until 
they have about all died or departed. most of them having been 
destroyed by the white man’s hell’s poison, whiskey. His ad- 
dress is Frank Bodne, care of Massey House, Brevoort Lake, 
via Allenville Postoffice, Michigan. Write to him and send 
him a magazine or.a newspaper. He will be made lappy by 
the courtesy. He does not write readily and may not reply 
to you promptly, for he does not come “Zor-his mail sometimes 
for a morth, especially in the winter, when the lake freezes 
over solidly and he has to walk across ‘t on the ice. It will 
be back in Chicago in time to write a good report for next

Weather is Favorable to Crops and Prospects Are Bright—Can- 
ners Are Having Long Seasons—Big Good Roads 
Building Plan—Good Pack of Cherries— 

Asparagus Being Exported—To- 
matoes Quiet—Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, July 11, 1919. 

New Prices Named—tThe California Packing Corporation 
has named opening prices on fruits and berries. Many of the 
items represent an advance of 50 per cent over last year’s 
opening prices, but the entire estimated pack has been sold 
and much additional business offered. Further business, how- 
ever, will not be considered until the full extent of the pack 
is better known. The new prices named by other packers are 
on about the same basis. 

Good Crop Conditions—Ideal weather conditions are pre- 
vailing throughout California and fruit and vegetable crops 
are maturing in a manner that is very pleasing to growers and 
packers. Temperatures have been even and moderate all sea- 
son, except in the desert region in the southern part of the 
State and fruit is growing to large size. The weather is es- 
pecially advantageous to canners, since the packing season 
has been extended on early varieties, enabling them to handle 
more fruit than is frequently the case. The lack of any real 

‘ hot spells has hindered the drying of apricots in some districts 
and the canned pack of this fruit is expected to be exceptionally 
large. The packing of asparagus extended into July, as a re- 
sult of moderate temperatures and the packing of peas has 
also been extended past the usual date. In the San Francisco 
Bay region the packing of apricots will start about a week 
later than usual and the season on peaches and other fruits 
in the San Joaquin Valley promises to be a little late. 


The Market—The market has been quiet during the past 
week, owing to the number of holidays and the fact that open- 
ing prices on the part of the California Packing Corporation 
have not yet been named. Tuesday was a bank holiday, owing 
to the special State election on road bonds, and practically all 
business houses were closed from Friday until Monday morn- 
ing to give employes a three-day holiday. Incidentally, the 
voters of the State approved a bond issue in the sum of $40,- 
000,000 for extensions to the present system of permanent high- 
ways and the Government will add $10,000,000 to this sum, 
making available $50,000,000 for work of this kind. This 
means that California will keep in the lead as far as perma- 
nent highways are concerned and that employment will be 
found for many men during the next four or five years. 


Cherries—The packing of cherries is about at an end and 
the crop has proved to be an unusually large one. No rains 
fell during the ripening period and there was no loss of fruit, as 
is frequently the case. The high price of the fruit interfered 
with the demand for the fresh article and caneries handled 
more than the usual proportion of the crop. The season is the 
best in ten years, both in output and returns. The apricot 
crop in the San Francisco Bay district, which looked rather 
unpromising early in the season, is proving to be a good one, 
although there has been considerable dropping of fruit. From 
Watsonville district word has been received that there is a 
prospect of a ten per cent increase in the apple crop over that 
of last year, when 2,500,000 boxes were grown. The ex- 
tremely high prices ruling for other fruits is causing more at- 


tention to be paid to apples and a larger canned output is in 
prospect. 


Of Advantage to Canners—California canners are inter- 
’ ested in the announcement that has been made by traffic of- 
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ficials to the effect that freight rates on returned wooden boxes 
will] be reduced at once. In some instances the cost of return- 
ing the boxes from canneries to the growing districts will be 
cut by almost one-half. Owing to the lack of an adequate 
labor supply in some of the growing districts fruit is shipped 
quite a distance and the freight on empty lug boxes is a con- 
siderable item of expense. 

Exports—Canners are now busily engaged in making ship- 
ments of this season’s pack of asparagus, and already large lots 
have gone forward to England, which has made extensive pur- 
chases. The output is estimated to be about the same as last 
year, but operating costs have been considerably higher and 
raw stocks have averaged a cent a pound more than last season. 
Growers and canners are disturbed over the tendency on the 
part of foreign workers, who are employed almost exclusively 
in the asparagus districts, to leave for Europe, thousands hav- 
ing purchase tickets for the old country. Even at the high 
wages that prevailed this year growers have found difficulty in 
harvesting their crops, and at times canneries have operated 
shorthanded. 

Tomatoes—But few sales of tomatoes have been made dur- 
ing the past week and prices on spot goods have sagged a little, 
but futures are still firm at $1.30 for No. 2% standards. Pack- 
ers are endeavoring to line up acreage and as high as $18 a 
ton is being offered. 

Coast Notes—The Hawaiian Fruit Produce Company, of 
Honolulu, T. H., is placing a line of jellies, jams and preserves 
on the market, the first shipment having just been received 
at San Francisco from the new packing plant. 

J. V. Lasson, until recently connected with Tillmann & 
Bendel, has engaged in the brokerage business at 15 Main 
street, San Francisco. 

Negotiation between the pineapple packers of the Hawaiian 
Islands and the United States Shipping Board for sufficient 
tonnage to move the coming pack have reached such a stage 
that it is believed that all transportation difficulties have been 
removed. Steamers will be specially detailed for this business 
in August, September, October and November and some of the 
pack will be shipped direct to Eastern ports through the Pana- 
ma Canal. 

Aaron Sapiro, one of the prime movers in the formation 
of the Tomato Growers’ Association of California and the or- 
ganization of vegetable growers, which has succeeded the form- 
er, left recently for Salem, Ore., to attend meeting of the 
Oregon Growers’ Packing Corporation and the Oregon Growers’ 
Co-operative Assocation. These are new organizations, formed 
along the line of California growers’ organizations, and the 
San Francisco man was invited to attend the meetings in Ore- 
gon in order that the benefit of his experience might be had. 

Canning machinery has been installed in the winery build- 
ings of Charles Stern & Sons, Wineville, Cal., and fruits and 
tomatoes will be handled this season. 

The plant of the Felleman Dried Milk Products Company 
at Gridley, Cal., recently destroyed by fire, is to be rebuilt. 

The Western Creameries Company is installing equipment 
at its plant at Benicia, Cal., for condensing buttermilk, the ma- 
chinery being from the Rogers Milk Condensing Machinery 
Company of Detroit, Mich. The condensed buttermilk end of 
the business will be handled by the Consolidated Products 
Company, of Lincoln, Neb., and the entire output has been se- 
cured by Dill-Crossett, Inc., of San Francisco.

Spokane, Washington—The yield of cherries in the In- 
land Empire was below normal this season, but as prices ad- 
vanced’ sharply the producers probably received at least the 
normal returns from orchards. In the Lewiston, Idaho, sec- 
tion the price of packing cherries was around 12 cents and 
canneries and packing houses operated at extra pressure to 
handle the fruit. The Tri-State fruit concern employed 100 
persons and on one day turned out 3,000 boxes of Bings and 
Lamberts. Pickers received 1% and 2 cents per pound. 
Bings brought 30 cents per pound on the Spokane retail mar- 


ket. The Oregon Packing Company employed 200 persons in 
its Lewiston branch. 


Libby, McNeill & Libby are expected to enlarge their 
operations in the Inland Empire. The firm’ has had a lrage 
cannery at Yakima for some time and has recently acquired a 
three-acre site at Buena, Wash., in the heart of the orchard 
section of the lower Yakima Valley. The section produces a 
huge tonnage of fruit, especially peaches and pears. It is re- 
ported the Buena cannery will be in operation this fall and that 
it will have about half the capacity of the firm’s Yakima 
branch, which cost $2,000,000. 

H. L, Geary, of Spokane, secretary of the Fruitgrowers 
Agency, has completed a tour of the fruit growing sections of 
the northwest and expresses the opinion that the fruit yield 


will be about normal. He estimates the output of the Yakima 
district at about 10,000 cars. 


The advent of July saw the strawberry season practically 
finished in the Inland Empire, the cherry crop almost cleaned 
up and the raspberries and blackberries coming on the market 
freely, while the apple producers are beginning to shape their 
plans for the fall season in anticipation of a good normal yield. 


The season appears to have been particularly good for 
cherry producers. The yield was fair and the prices excellent, 
higher than ever before. Of course, it is only the exceptional 
cases that are singled out for special notice, but some interest- 
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ing facts have developed in connection with the records of in- 
dividual orchards. For instance, C. L. Frederickson, of Clarks- 
ton, Wash., had 20 acres in Royal Anns and Bings, aggregating 
4,501 trees. He sold 24 tons of cherries at $5,250, picking 
cost him $1,200 and his net was $200 per acre. Last year the 
orchard yielded 20 tons that sold for $2,625. The Frederick- 
son orchard holds the record among the large Clarkston en- 
terprises for 1919. The high water mark in the district, how- 


ever, belongs to B. E. Tupper, who netted $1,300 from 84 
cherry trees on less than two acres. 


In the Prosser district in Yakima Valley a splendid record 
was made on the Elihu Bowles 6% acre cherry tract. The 
yield is estimated at 50 tons, which were contracted before 
ripening at 12% cents per pound. Of the $12,500 received for 
the crop it is estimated that $10,000 is net. Mrs. Bowles, wife 
of the owner, is said to have applied the principle of polleniz- 
ing by beating the blossoming unpollenized trees with branches 
from “pollenizers,’’ and thereby brought into heavy bearing a 
considerable section of the orchard which had previously failed 
to produce. Eighty women were employed as pickers on the 
Bowles place. The orchard is located on ground that was 
barren until the Sunnyside irrigation project was completed,

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THE NATIONAL FREE ZONE ASSOCIATION AND ITS IM- 
PORTANT FOREIGN TRADE WORK. 


The National Free Zone Association was formed by del- 
egates from twenty-one of the leading commercial organiza- 
tions of the country at a meeting held in the headquarters of 
The New York Merchants’ Association last week. The object 
of the association igs two-fold—first, to endeavor to obtain the 
passage of necessary Federal legislation to permit the estab-| 
lishment of Free Zones for the convenience of foreign trade, 
and second, to conduct a campaign of education throughout 
the country which will teach the average citizen what a Free 
Zone is and what it is not. 

The importance of this work to the extension of our 
foreign trade can scarcely be overestimated. Its bearing upon 
the commerce o fthe country was ably set forth by Commis- 
sioner Kent, of the United States Tariff Commission, himself a 
man of large affairs, who has made a careful study of the 
situation. It is not too much to say that the facilities which 
the Free Port alone can offer are absolutely necessary to the 
expansion of the country’s foreign trade. 

Practically the only obstacle in the way of Free Ports 
is the ignorance concerning them in the public mind. The 
issue of protection and free trade has been so long before the 
American people that the first impulse is to connect every- 
thing relating to imports or exports with tariff duties. As 
a matter of fact, the Free Zone plan has nothing whatever 
to do with protection or free trade or rates of duty. Goods 
landed in the Free Zone, for all practical purposes, are still 
in transit to this country. They do not enter the country until 
they pass across the limits of the Free Zone, and then what- 
ever duty the law imposes upon them must be collected. 

The Free Zone is merely a small area on the seacoast 
where goods may be landed and re-exported to fpreign coun- 
tries without the payment of duty. While they are in the Free 
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With this knowledge has come an appreciation of 


Zone, they. may be conditioned for re-export by manufactur- 
ing processes, by re-packing, by mingling with domestic pro- 
ductions, or in any other way. When this is generally under- 
stood, the prejudice founded on ignorance will immediately 
disappear. 

If the United States is to maintain its prosperity it must 
have foreign trade. Its own markets, huge as they are, are 
no longer sufficient to absorb its industrial output. When it 
seeks foreign markets, it immediately comes in contact with 
the competition of other countries, most of them more expe- 
rienced in foreign trade and all of them better equipped for 
it than this country is. The establishment of Free Zones is 
but one step, although an important one, among the meas- 
ures which must be taken if the United States is to maintain 
its commercial position among the Sations. F 


INFLATION. 


Let us not fail to remember that the great volume of 
business that is being everywhere reported is largely mone- 
tary, rather than representative of actual growth in the quan- 
tity of goods. 

The monthly bank clearings (outside of New York City) 
are now $13,259,556,000 compared with $6,375,245,000 for 
the corresponding period in 1914—an increase of about 108 
per cent. 

Had there been no hange in prices this increase could 
be attributed to a growth in tonnage, but the fact is that the 
increase is accounted for largely by an advance of 100 per 
cent. in prices. . 

In other words, squeezing out inflation, we learn it is 
a 10 per cent. growth compared to the pre-war level. When 
considering sales, profits, or like statistics expressed in dol- 
lars, it is extremely important to keep in mind this factor of 
inflation. —The Optimist.

June Ended With Frost, But Weather Is Favorable—Corn Not 
‘Hurt, But Beans Suffered—Business Is Good—Future 
Apples Leading All Else—Some Sales of Future 
Corn—No Spot Corn—Some Few Sardine 
Factories Begin—Small Crop Green 
Beans in Sight—Lobster 
Pack Over—Notes, 


Portland, Me., July 11, 1919. 

Weather—Is still very changeable. The last day of June 
we had a good sized frost, turning warmer at once. The week 
as a whole being a-near record breaker, three days of which 
showed 100 degrees. . For the past few days it has been fair 
but cooler. We have been needing rain, but within a few 
days, from % to 3% of an inch has fallen. A good, steady 
rain now would “carry on” for corn some time. 

Some corn on low lands was killed or injured, but as most 
sweet corn is planted on high ground or river valleys (where 
the early morning mists arise and counteract the frost), the 
damage was not great. The bean vines, which are much more 
susceptible to cold. got hit badly. Corn at present bids-fair 
for a good yield per acre, on a reduced acreage, 

General Trade—Is looking up. Much building is being 
done, and more in the near future is assured. Ship building at 
many yards is stil active. Wages are higher than ever, all 
coupled with the largest summer travel ever, brings more 
money into circulation. Rents for homes or business pur- 
poses are from 50 per cent up more than three years ago. 
Workingmen are forgetting the h. c. 1. cry, while really costs 
to live are more, and spend freely their easy earned pay.

No, 10 Apples—Among all Maine canned products Maine 
future apples are more in the “spot light” than anything else. 


We are sure that orders for more apples than was ever packed 


in Maine have already been submitted. Not all accepted, by 
any means. Many $5.00 f. o. b. orders have been rejected. 
Sales at $5.25 have been completed. The good signers among 
buyers mentioned in our last week’s item on apples, have gone 
at least one octave higher, as expected. Many won’t sel] at 
present, as there is no fair guess how much green apples will 
cost. Every barrel that will hold cider will be filled. New 
cider soon becomes hard cider, the ‘“‘stonewall’’ kind, which is 
New England’s prominent booze, and more amenable to the 
present Jaws than “red licker” is, and has got all sorts of push. 
Good old cider will bring an old time good whiskey price. 
Anybody can sell so-called vinegar—and often “get by.” 

Future Maine Corn—Sales are reported from reliable 
packers at $1.75 for No, 2 fancy, at the same time $1.60 is 
standard price, although the most packers are sold up. It 
depends on the season whether or not sale at $1.75 after the 
pack is over will be “‘quick or dead.” 

Spot Maine Corn—wWe shall have to say “apply to the U. 
S. Government salesman.” We could not sel] spot corn at 
present at any price. Uncle Sam appears to be market dic- 
tator. There is no fancy spo& Maine corn in first hands. Some 
in hands of jobbers for sale, but no present purchasers. 

Sardines—Portland papers said July 7th that ‘Casco 
Bay sardine factories” blew the whistle for help for the first 
time today, which is true to some extent, but should not be 
construed to mean all factories or much work at any. It is ex- 
pected that higher prices for new pack wil] be announced in a 
few days, perhaps the present week, also stated that present 
prices show a loss, and that if the trade wont stand for a good 
rise the 1919 pack will be small. 

Blueberries—While we have had a long, dry spell the 
blueberry crop is reported as not injured. Future prices not

While it is known that one packer, to use a home- 
ly saying, ‘‘took the bul] by the horns” and sold future No. 10s 
at $10.00 per doz., and ‘‘who wouldn’t?”’ 
“can we get help enowgh to pack enough to fill demand at any 
price?” 

Cut Green Beans—tThe crop will be early but considerably 
smaller than expected owing to frost. Again, the pack may 
be shortened by lack of help to pick. Packers are buying the 
best labor-saving devices in bean machinery for packing, but 
picking must still be done by hand, a back-breaking effort and 
not sought for by Yankée country girls and boys. Our fac- 
tories are not where foreign-speaking labor can be secured. 
Price remains the same, viz.: $1.40 for No. 2s; $7.00 for No. 
10s. All Maine packed beans are stringless, and these are low 
‘prices to show much profit. 


Lobster—Pack is over with returns of shortage from all 
points. Some will be obliged to pro rate their deliveries, others 


who had sold but few if any, will get the benefit of increased 
prices. 


Clams—No change in prices. Stocks on hand very light. 
Summer hotels and summer visitors make a big demand on 
clam diggers to fill local wants. 


Higher Prices—Telegraphic news from Chicago July 8th, 
says, to this effect: Hotel stewards are notified by jobbers and 
brokers that they may expect a rise in canned foods of 25 to 
28 per cent, and attribute this to speculative attempts to cor- 
ner the market.

ARMY WORMS ARE COMING EAST; POISON BRAN BEST 
WEAPON. 


The outbreak of army worms which started in Texas 
during late May has spread northeastward, and is now gen- 
eral in the Central Mississippi Basin, says a statement issued 
June 20 by the United States Department of Agriculture. © Re- 
ports show the infestation to be rather severe in parts of the 
States of Oklahoma, Missouri, Iowa, Illinois and Indiana. 
It is quite possible that the northern States east of the Ap- 


palachian Mountains may be invaded within the next three 
or four weeks. 


The simplest and most effective remedy for army worms, 
say the Federal entomologists, is the poison-bran bait made 
according to the standard formula as given for grasshopper 
and cut-worm control. It is as follows: Wheat bran, 25 
pounds; Paris green or white arsenic, 1 pound; lemons or 
oranges, 6 finely chopped fruits; low-grade molasses, such 


as refust from sugar factories, or cattle molasses, known as 


black strap, 2 quarts; water as needed, usually from 2 to 3 
gallons. 


The bran and Paris green or arsenic are thoroughly mixed 
while dry. The fruits are then finely chopped and added, and 
lastly the diluted molasses is poured over the bait and the 
whole mass thoroughly kneaded and mixed. If lemons or 
oranges can not be secured, crushed ripe tomatoes, water- 
melons, or other fruits may be added. The bait should be 


strewed thinly and evenly over the ground in the path of the 
advancing worms. 


This bait may be used safely in alfalfa and corn fields 
where it is desired, if possible, to save the crop for forage 
purposes.

Corn is used as a food in the Army very much the same 
as are peas, as a means of giving variety to the menu, and 
the same reasons hold for requiring a good grade. From 
the experience of the past year, the purchases could be lim- 
ited to extra standards and fancy to advantage. 

Samples were examined from 350 lots offered to the 
Army, and the results of the findings are reported without 
any reference to the commercial grade claimed, the grade 
found by the zone supply officer, or whether the goods were 
accepted or rejected. 


The findings were as follows:

The grades claimed by the packers were as follows: 


The general practice was to claim a grade above that 
actually delivered. The reason for this was based upon 
the arguments that sugar had been limited, there had been

a shortage of. labor, and in some sections early frost, conse- 
quently the grade was lower for the season. Had there 


' been a large crop of corn and the gradings been made close, 


it is probable that instead of 81 lots extra standard it would 
have been 25 lots or 7.1 per cent extra standard; and in- 
stead of 174 lots standard it would have been 230 lots or 
65.8 per cent standard. The higher grades were given be- 
cause the corn was tender and of good flavor, though it 


may have lacked in appearance, consistency, or the fill of 
the higher grade. 


The causes for lowering the grades were the use of 
hard, tough corn of poor flavor, excess salt in the brine, or 
an excess use of water. The causes for rejections were 
spoiled corn, dirt and foreign matter in the can, poor qual- 
ity and slack filling. The dirt was of the kind which could 
be removed by any adequate system of washing of the cans. 
The mechanical cleaning of the corn was excellent, as there 
was little silk, husk, or cob present. The darkening due to 


sulphide was not so serious as had-been expected and of 
far less import than the foreign matter. 


Since corn is mixed and cooked with brine before fill- 


. ing, and can be made to reach a very uniform temperature, 


and is handled by machines which measure with accuracy, 
there should be no difficulty in getting the cans evenly and 
properly filled. There were 11 lots which were regarded 
as being overfilled, and 61 lots or 17.4 per cent which were 
short in weight from one-half to two ounces, or from 2 to 
about 10 per cent. This shortage was not confined to any 
one grade. The average gross weight of a No. 2 can of 
fancy corn was 690 grams and for substandard 685 grams.

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There was a marked variation in the consistency of 
the corn, and an inquiry was made relative to the number 
of cases of corn packed when using 100 gallons of liquid 
or brine. The query also included a request for informa- 
tion upon the quantity of salt and sugar used in making 100 
gallons of brine and the time and temperature of process- 
ing. The responses have been grouped and averaged under 
the principal corn-producing States. This eliminates the 
wide variations found among the packers and gives a better 
understanding of the product in the different sections.

SWEET HOMINY 


By W. D. Bigelow, Chief Chemist Nationa] Canners’ Association - 


A systematic study is being made in this laboratory of 
bacteria taken from spoiled canned foods. Among the or- 
ganisms being studied is one which produces sweet hominy. 
This organism was isolated from experimental packs put 
up at a plant which was experiencing difficulty with sweet 
hominy. The organism forms spores which are unusually 
resistant to heat. We will not be able to make a final state- 
ment regading this organism as early as we would like 
because of the considerable number of resistant organisms 
we are studying. It seems best, therefore, to make a pre- 
liminary announcement regarding it and to make a few 
tentative suggestions which it is thought may be of use in 
preventing spoilage by this organism. 

It should be understood, however, that these sugges- 
tions are made in a tentative way and it may be found later 
that some of them are unnecessary. 

The organism is so resistant to heat that it will be 
difficult and perhaps not always practicable to destroy it by 
processing. It may be possible, however, to so handle the 
product that spoilage will not occur even when the organ- 
ism is present. 

It is well known that the amount of heat necessary to 
sterilize a product depends in part on the number of bac- 
terial spores present. For instance, when the product con- 
tains one million spores of a certain organism per cubic 
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centimeter a’ much longer process is required than when 
only a thousand spores per cubic contimeter are present. 
It is important, therefore, to have as few of the spores 
present at possible. It follows from this that in all stages 
of preparation for canning, the hominy should be held at a 
temperature at which the organism will not grow. It is a 
thermophile and will not grow at ordinary temperatures. 


Of course, it will not grow at a temperature approaching 
the boiling point of water. 


After the hominy is lyed and washed by repeated boil- 
ing with hot water, it should be washed with cold water 
until it is thoroughly chilled. It is not sufficient to merely 
wash it until the water runs cold, leaving enough heat at 
the center to warm the entire mass subsequently. Washing 
with cold water should be continued until the mass is cooled 
to the center, and in warm weather it would probably be 
safer to allow the water to run continuously as long as the 
hominy stands, in order that the temperature may be kept 
below the point at whch the organism will grow. Until we 
learn more of the characteristics of the organism we would 
suggest that processing be continued for as long a time as 
possible without damage to the appearance of the product. 

An additional safeguard is to cool the hominy after 
processing. If the cans are stacked hot they are likely to 
stand for a number of hours at a temperature at which this 
organism will develop and any spores that survive process- 
ing are likely to multiply to such an extent as to produce 
sweet hominy. It is not sufficient merely to cool the cans 
until they are cold on the outside, leaving sufficient heat

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at the center to warm the product subsequently. They 
should be cooled so that. the temperature at the center ot 
the can is not above 100 degrees F. after shaking. If cooled 
in this manner and stored at a reasonable temperature, it 
_is believed that even if a few spores of the organism re- 
main, they will not multiply and cause spoilage. 

Eventually we may be able to make some suggestion 
regarding the source from which the hominy becomes in- 
fected. Pending that time it is advisable to be especially 
careful of the cleanliness and sterilization of all utensils 
with which the hominy and brine come in contact. This 
applies especially to utensils with which the hominy comes 
in contact after the last boiling in water. It is suggested 
that such utensils be thoroughly scalded immediately after 
using and also immediately before using. 

This organism is so resistant that special care must be 
taken to insure its absence. It would seem probable that a 
dipper, conveyor or stirrer may become contaminated with 
the organism, and in turn infect the hominy as the latter 
is transferred to the filling machine. Special precaution 
is also advisable with respect to the cleanliness of the filling 
machine. | 

In view of the unusual degree to which the spores of 
this organism resist heat, it is thought best to make this 
preliminary announcement now rather than to wait till a 
more detailed statement can be made. We wish to empha- 


size the fact that the above suggestions are tentative and 
are subject to correction. 


“NORTHWESTERN” SETS YOU THINKING. 


Editor Canning Trade: Ways and means are being dis- 
cussed for the betterment of the canning trade, the retailer 
is to be given the glad hand and arrangements are under 
way for development of the export trade which is all very 
important. Amid all the discussion, however, one feature of 
the trade is consistently passed up, ignored, slighted. In 
reaching out after the retailers’ good this must also be given 
attention, 

We refer to the fact that there are right at this time 
and always thousands of cases of canned foods, some of 
this the best goods packed in the country being sacrificed at 
badly cut prices owing to the condition these goods are al- 
lowed to get into through rust. If anything is calculated to 
give the retailer a bad impression it is his continually having 
to contend with these damaged goods, trying to get rid of 
them, 

Who knows how much of this class of goods is on the 
market at the present time? We will venture to say that 
not a soul in the trade can even hazard a guess, but a con- 
jecture of the writer is that it is not less than from five to 
ten per cent. of the tota] pack, perhaps much more than this. 
We refer to stocks on the retailers’ shelves. 


We found recently in one small retail grocery store five 
different lots and packs of these goods all more or less dam- 
aged through rust. This same retailer has for months past 
conducted sacrifice sales on this damaged stuff, some of it the 
best of Maine corn, California fruits, etc., selling it at less than 
packers’ prices. Wit ha condition like this existing all over 
the country, as it undoubtedly does, is there not room for 
some improvement? 


How much of this damaged goods is passed in for recla- 
mations will be a good subject for another guess. The wri-

fault and do the best he can in disposing of it, not without 
some imprecations, however, this may be his only comfort.

A prodigious 
amount of information can be gained by visiting retai] gro- 
ceries. It is the writer’s sincere conviction that reports based 
on these visits would let the light in on some places that are 
now dark. Nothing is more vital to the trade or more con- 
- ducive to quick sales than clean goods. Who is there in the 
canning trade that can say positively that none of his pack 
is in the condition we refer to?—‘‘Northwestern.”’

CANADIAN REQUIREMENTS ON IMPORTS OF CANNED 
AND DRIED FRUIT AND VEGETABLE PRODUCTS. 


The present requirements of the Canadian Government on 
shipments of canned and dried fruit and vegetable products 
into that country are such as to require quite definite knowl- 
edge of many details on the part of prospective exporters from 
here to Canadian markets. The Canners’ League of California 
has recently informed itself in detail upon this question and 
made a digest of the requirements. Among the provisions 
are that for clearance of imported fruits, vegetables and 
canned, dried or evaporated similar products, shipment must 
be accompanied by affidavit properly attested in the country 
of origin,setting forth that the shipment was manufactured 
from sound materials, its manufacture carried on under the 
sanitary conditions provided for in the regulations, and that 
the products are wholesome and fit for human food; that 
the containers show the true name and address of the man- 
ufacturer, and that the description of contents is correct; 
all under the requirements of the regulations made under 
the Meat and Canned Foods Act of the Dominion of Canada. 

Canned fruits and vegetables under these requirements 
are classified in four grades—fancy, choice, standards and 
seconds—and labels must be prepared in accordance with 
their law. The gradings are not oncerned with the degree 
of syrup used in preparing canned fruits, but entirely with 
the grade of the fruit itself and the condition of the syrup 
but not its degree. Quality and quantity descriptions are 
elaborate for each fruit and phospective exporters to Canada 
of preserved fruits or vegetables from here should inform 
themselves thoroughly upon the requirements of labeling and 
contents of package to comply with this Canadian law. 


In canned fruits, syrup requirements are divided into 
three grades—heavy syrup, light syrup, and in water—all of 
which are defined for each variety. Imported food products, 
it is stated, which do not conform with the requirements 
shall, upon condemnation, be forfeited to the government.

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dividend on its annual payroll at the same rate paid on the 
common stock. 

Every worker from the president to the boy who emp- 
ties out the waste paper baskets will receive the same per- 
centage on this year’s wages as the stockholders receive upon 
the common stock. The $5,000 a year salesman will get the 
same percentage return on his $5,000 as the stockholder 
who own $5,000 worth of common stock. The man who is 
paid fairly in proportion to his present value to the bus- 
iness will receive a profit-sharing check in the future based 
upon this value. Any employee temporarily laid off because 
of sickness or causes beyond his control receives his wages 
dividend on the sum he earned from the company during 
the year. In case of leaving the company the man will not 
share. In case of death, dividend is paid to the legal ben- 
efiiciary. If at any time the earnings of the company do not 
warrant the payment of a cash dividend and none is paid, 
no wage dividend is paid. Employees dismissed for cause 
have the right of appeal. 

If it is agreed that the combined value of all the men 
working for a business determine the value, the Simmons 
wage dividend plan has far-reaching possibilities. 

It is interesting to note that Chas. P, Steinmetz, of the 
General Elictric Company, speaking at the Editorial Con- 
ference in New York, suggested that some form of the wage 
dividend plan, combined with voting power equal to that of 
a stockholder might prove to be the logical outcome of the 
present trend in industrial relations.

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EDITORIAL JOTTINGS 


Through all ages of the canning industry the fight has 
been to keep the goods from turning sour—spoiling; but now 
Dr. Bigelow shows us that they are trying to keep hominy, at 
least, from turning sweet. Is this just another war effect, 
and are we to expect this revolution to go on down through 
the whole line? 


Just as a suggestion, why not employ this sweetening 
bacillus, bacteria, or whatever it may be known by scientifically 
in sweetening corn, peas, etc., in lieu of sugar? It will be 
noted from Dr. Bitting’s report on the examination of corn 
sold to the Army that the amount of sugar used in corn brine, 
as it is termed, runs to an immense figure. In a 12,000,000 
case pack of corn there are used nearly if not actually 5,000,- 
000 pounds of granulated sugar. If the bug that is making 
trouble in hominy could be induced to grow in corn, peas, etc., 
under control and to the right extent, the saving would be an 
important one. This would be an economic move of the high- 
est degree. Hominy is corn, and this article, at least, would 
seem to be his natural habitat; or is his majesty a product of 
the lye, with which the corn is treated to make hominy? Make 
your own quip. 
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Dr. Bitting sounds a word of warning which every corn 


packer, and many other packers, might well take seriously to 
heart. He says: 


“In the usual commercial grading of corn, too 
much emphasis is placed upon its mechanical condi- 
tion and apearance, and altogether too little upon its 
flavor or appetizing quality. Some of the best look- 
ing (the emphasis is ours) lots were not only de- 
ficient in flavor but were positively bitter, while some 
which were decidedly golden color from heavy cook- 


ing had the very qualities most desired at the mess 
table.”’ 


We have contended for years that many cannes, if not 
all, pay too much attention to pleasing the eye of the broker or 
the buyer and not enough to the palate of the consumer. The 
corn must be white and creamy, even if tasteless; the tomatoes 
must be whole and solid, even if insipid; the fruit must cut out 
of the can in solid pieces, with no broken edges or small pieces 
in the syrup, even if the resulting article presents a flat, taste- 


“less dish. These are all serious mistakes, and have done much 


to retard the increase of consumption. The broker and jobber 
have been utterly short-sighted in their demands, and the can- 


ners have followed without proper consideration of their busi- 
ness. 


Fancy, whole tomatoes in the can are a snare and a de- 
lusion. They look well when they are turned out on a sample 
dish; but the housekeeper who buys them for consumption 
would prefer a can filled full of well peeled, fully ripe tomato 
meat. It will cost more to pack such tomatoes than it does 
the misnamed ‘fancies,’ but the consumers will pay a good 
price for them more readily and buy more of them than they 
will of the cans with three or four tomatoes, even if they are 
whole and well peeled, 


And as for the hard, tasteless fruit so often found in the 
cans for the sake of making it “stand-up,”’ it is a wonder there 
is any demand whatever. The canners cannot take tree- 
ripened fruits and turn out those clear cut edges, fine solid 
pieces, with beautifully clear syrup, so they have to use im- 
mature fruit, which has not obtained its flavor because it is 
not nearly ripe. Good appearance is an essential and is not to 
be disregarded, but when it can be obtained only at the sacri- 
fice of taste and eating qualities, then good sense should warn 
the canner against it. 


This is of particular importance now when we are about 
to ask the whole world to eat canned foods. The appearance 
of the goods when the can is cut open will count much with 
the consumer, but flavor and taste will far outweigh appear- 
ance, and appearance will never be able to stand of itself. The 
combination makes the perfect article, but of the two aim to 
supply the flavor and taste and you will have chosen the better 
of the two, despite all the buyers may say to you. It is about 
time these buyers became educated to the fact that they are 
hurting their own trade, and holding back the consumption of 
canned foods by their foolish demand for appearance above 
everything. And it is also about time that the canners awoke 
to the danger that is confronting their industry. It is not too 
much to-say that California has lost heavily in the possibility of 
consumption of its fruits, through the packing of immature 
fruit, in order to secure the appearance. A can of the fruit is 
tried, it looks fine and tempting, but upon tasting is found in- 
sipid, flat—and no more cans are bought. Hawaiian pineapple 
owes its reputation and immense sale to the fact that the pines 
are cut when ripe and canned with all their natural flavor, and 
they were no time winning this favor over the older and longer 
known article, which, however, was mainly packed from green 
or immature fruit—or from fruit ripened in the hold of a

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ship—because the fruit could not be shipped from the tropics 
when ripe. 


Make the appearance the best that can be done, but never 


for a moment lose sight of the eating qualities of your goods, 
and you will win out. The day was when the jobber demanded 
a briek-red catsup and would take no other. The makers of 
catsup forced their hand against him, and now the market is 
supplied with natural colored catsup, and ten times as much 
of it as before. Dr. Bitting has furnished you conclusive evi- 
dence. Be guided by it. 


“Northwestern” writes us on a subject that is worthy of 
consideration. He points out the troubles the retailer has with 
rusted or spoiled canned foods, when such spoilage comes from 
rusted cans. The jobbers have to listen to these complains and 
do not always pass them on the canners, even when reclama- 
tions are made for the goods. These irritations do not benefit 
the industry, and should be removed if possible. He does not 
say so, but we suspect that he believes that a system of lac- 
quering the cans before, instead of after, rusting would largely 
obiviate this trouble. “And it would seem so. This lacquering 
can be done at small expense and little trouble, and with the 
exception of but very few goods, might be applied on all cans. 
Then when a can bursts in the case, it would harm the labels 
but not rust the other cans, and new labels would make them 
as good as ever. As an insurance against this heavy loss this 
question of lacquering is well worthy of serious consideration. 
There are machines on the market which can be placed just 
after the cooler, taking the cans as they pass to the warehouse 
and applying a light coating of lacquer while there is enough 
heat left in them to dry it in time for stacking. Nearly if not 
all foreign goods are so treated, as is all salmon, and the day 
may come when all our goods will be so protected. 


THE TOMATO SITUATION IN MARYLAND. 
(From the State College Journal.) 


At a recent conference of representatives of the Baltimore 
Canned Goods Exchange a committee of the Baltimore and 
Arundel Truckers’ Association, a price of 65 cents per bushel, 
or about $21.50 per ton, was suggested by the Baltimore can- 
ners for contract tomatoes this season. 


Growers and canners in different sections of the State 
are agreeing on contract prices ranging from $18 to $20 per 
ton. A large number of growers in all parts of the State are 
not contracting for the prices offered. 


The official committee of growers of the Eastern Shore and 
the committee of the Tri-State Canners’ Association have been 
unable to agree upon a general price. The canners’ commit- 
tee have suggested nothing above $15 per ton, believing that 
at the present market prices, canners could not afford to offer 
more. The growers on the other hand desired $30 per ton 
and later reduced to $25. No further action has been taken. 


With the increase in the cost of fertilizer and manure over 
last year, growers feel that they should receive a price which 
would justify them to raise the crop. 


As a result, a greatly reduced acreage is devoted to this 
crop in the State is evident. This is no doubt to be desired in 
view of present stocks on hand and the limited demand. 

An effort on the part of the growers to reduce acreage 
and to increase yield per acre will undoubtedly result in low- 
ering the cost of production. 

The Extension Service representatives have been urging 
better methods of culture as a means toward increased yields 
per acre and lowering cost of production, and employed every 
means of getting the growers and canners together and em- 
phasized the advantage of co-operation for the maintenance and 
promotion of the industry in the East.

As Brokers View the Market 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., July 12, 1919. 

Confidence in the stability of the market prices for canned 
foods throughout the year has not been lessoned apparently by 
the recent sales of the Government’s surplused stocks of goods 
stored in the various zones, if the business done during the week 
in this market, for both spot and future deliveries, is accepted 
as a fair criterion. The awards against the bids filed have not 
been fully completed, we are informed, but the work is being 
speeded up. On July 21 sealed bids on the surplused stocks of 
tomaotoes will be opened here, comprising 1,234.086 cases, embrac- 
ing the five sizes of tins stored in the Baltimore zone, and you 
are invited to bid on them “as is,” with no guaranty as to quality 
or condition, terms net cash, the bidder’s certified check for one- 
tenth of the amount of the bid to-be filed with the offer. Govern- 
ment bonds will be accepted in place of certified check. Deliveries 
f. o. b. shipping point. Special Government form of bid must be 
used. Our services are at your command for filing bids, but quick 
action is necessary as the time is short. Help yourself by bidding 
on them, and also help the Government to place the goods in line 
for prompt consumption for the public good. 

Serious consideration of the outlook for this year’s crop of 
tomatoes is worth while for the reasons stated in our previous 
reports. There is no doubt about the reduced acreage this season, 
‘and the report about the smaller percentage of the fruit on the 
vines to date are not exaggerated, though there is yet plenty of 
time for satisfactory developments in that direction, but the late- 
ness of the season is a handicap not easily overcome. Conserva- 
tive buying for future delivery is recommended. 

Spot tomatoes are held firmly, but the market cannot be called 
active. The buying this week was for prompt shipment, to cover 
requirements before the Government goods can be arranged for 
shipment, which will take a month or more, if they are sold. 

Canned sweet potatoes, for both spot and future deliveries, 
were the exception this week in point of activity, and they show 
strong signs of higher prices coming. Spot corn is another active 
item, and the prices are a shade better for all grades. For future 
delivery it is not active. 

Peas are in a strong position in this market because of light 
pack and fair demand. Spinach and kraut are dull, and so are 
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the rest of the vegetables, except stringless beans and string beans, 
for which there is a fair demand, whole and cut green and white 
wax. At the moment the prices appear to be in buyer’s favor. 

In the line of fruits, pineapples are the bright particular star, 
and the continued large buying of them, especially for export, 
excites comment. The same is true, to a lesser extent, of the 
—— of pears and apples for future delivery, also for export 
chiefly 

Some few peaches from the South are being packed in Balti- 
more this week, fully one month ahead of any previous season, the 
high prices obtainable justifying the canners to make the venture, 
and they are being bought almost as fast as offered, 

The canning season here for small fruits is practically over, 
berries, cherries, etc., and the output has been taken freely at the 
prevailing prices.

8 to September 8, 1919. The Commission has further indi- 
eated its disapproval of the further use of of the present 
form of bill of lading on and after the effective date which 
will now be September 8 regardless of whether or not any 
stamp or notification is placed thereon. In other words, on 
and after September 8 the new form must be used regardless 
of stocks of old bills of lading on hand. 


In the Esch Bill recently introduced in the House as 
H. R. 4378, it is proposed to confer upon the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the power of regulation over all port 
to port traffic via vessels operating on rivers, inland water- 
ways, including the Great Lakes, also within and without 
the three mile limit of the seacoast of the United States 
This would supersede the regulatory power now held by 
the Shipping Board over vessels operated on regular routes 
in port to port traffic, and would include all vessels whether 
operated on regular routes or otherwise. This proposed 
legislation presents quite a question as to how regulation 
would be administered over irregular vessels such as schoon- 
ers, motor boats, and barges, which customarily operate 
wherever tonnage is offered. It is also a question what 
the effect would be on the existing: coastwise steamship 
rates which are at present undoubtedly to a certain extent 
kept in check by the competition which these irregular coast 
vessels offer. On the other hand, it has become apparent 
to those interested in the proper adjustment of rail rates, 
that with the continuance of unregulated water carriers it 
will be impossible to properly adjust and stabilize rail rates 
in territories adjacent to the coast ports. Hearings on this 
legislation will be held before the House Committee on In- 


terstate and Foreign Commerce beginning probably the first 
part of July. 


At the monthly meeting of the Canned Goods Exchange the 
Traffic Manager reported, as follows: 


The Interstate Commerce Commission recently rendered 
decision in the so-called bill of lading case, wherein they pre- 


scribed a new form bill of lading with the conditions of con- 


tract on the back changed in many ways in keeping with con- 
tentions raised by the shipping public, since the old bill of lad- 
ing was enacted, and the new shipper over the old bill of lad- 
ing particularly with respect to liability in case of loss or dam- 


age, and will place the shipper in better position in the collec- 
tion of claims and suits arising therefrom. 


However, the decision as rendered prescribed that the 
new form of bill of lading should be placed in use on or before 
August 8th, and this brought up many questions, particularly 
one relating to what the disposition of the commission or 
the carriers would be toward the use of the old form of bill of 
lading with an appropriate stamp or notation thereon, making 
it subject to the conditions of the new form of bill of lading. 


Advice has just been received to the effect that the Interstate . 


Commerce Commission has decided not to permit the use of the 
present form of bill of lading by endorsement with appro- 
priate stamp or notation, but has extended the effective date 
until September 8th in order to allow sufficient time for the 
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railroads, and also for shippers, who print their own forms of 
bill of lading, to secure supplies of the new form. 

Shortly after the decision was rendered the attorneys for 
the Railroad Corporations of the Administration petitioned the 
Commission for a reargument on several changes ordered which 
were decidedly in favor of the shipper. This the Commission 
denied, and within the last several days it has developed that 
the railroad corporations are preparing to take action in the 
courts to suspend the operation of the new bill of lading until 
an appeal can be had. These railroad corporations are also be- 
ing joined by the coastwise steamship companies who are con- 
tending that the provisions of the new bill of lading as pre- 
scribed by the commission are in conflict with the provisions 
of the so-called Harter Act, under which the coastwise lines 
operate, and which permits them to place certain restrictions 
on their liability for loss and damage under some conditions. 

Therefore shippers who use their own individual forms 
of bill of lading, and who contemplate having a new supply 
printed to conform with the recent decision of the Commission, 
had better await further advice before placing orders for new 
stock. 

The Director General has announced that, effective July 
20th, demurrage rates will be reduced to $2.00 per car per day 
for the first four days, and $5.00 per day thereafter. This is 
in keeping with negotiations that have been carried on for the 
past ‘several months between the National Industrial Traffic 
League representing the Industrial Traffic Managers of the 
country, with the Director General, and this reduction was ac- 
complished only after overcoming the strong objection of vari- 
uos Railroad Administration officials. 

On June 17th at a conference with Railroad Administra- 
tion officials at Washington, I entered a strong protest in be- 
half of this organization, and of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and of Baltimore interests generally, against an increase pro- 
posed by the Railroad Administration in the all-rail rates from 


Eastern territory to the Carolinas, the Southwest and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley territory. The increase was to be made by add- 
ing on an average 15 per cent to the proportions of the through 
rates according to carriers north of the Potomac River and 
Ohio River gateways, which was allowed by the Commission 
in the 15 per cent case last year, but which the carriers did not 
take advantage of because they were unable to reach rel- 
ative agreement with the coastwise carriers. Since that time, 
however, the Railroad Administration has issued certain or- 
ders defining the relationship of the coastwise water and rail 
rates to the all-raijil rates, and at this conference called to dis- 
cuss the increase in the all-rail rates, I forced the question as 
to whether the increases proposed in the all-rail rates would 
not of necessity have to reflect also in the water and rail rates, 
which would mean, of course, that Baltimore’s relationship to 
Cincinnati and Louisville in rates to the Southeast, would be 
further disrupted, and to Baltimore’s disadvantage, and my 
protest against the increase was based generally upon this 
point. There were no other representativeg of Eastern inter- 
ests present, but my protest was backed up by a large delega- 
tion of Public Service Commissioners from the various South-
